The moral and legal responsibility of 


parents, in the oare of their children is, 
fortunately, attracting the seriovs at- 
tention of the better portion of the en- 
tire country. The many instances ot 
child beating, oppression aud other 
forms of cjruelty which have come to 
light demand that something be done; 
and it is gratifying to know that the 
people are becoming thoroughly aroused.

The case of Fred 
Barnes against Woodbury, ^hioh is now 
befoie the Supreme Court, it is eipect- 
ad, will be deteimmed m a few days.

'I he Assessor of this county 


assessed the property on the giound 
tuat though the cattle sometimes ranged 
beyond the Eureka County boundary 
lines the residence of their owner should 
deteimine the place of their taxation. 
On the other hand, Assessor Woodbury 
finding the cattle in question pra/ing in 
White Pine County during the period 
of assessment, levied upon them as he 
did upon all other property then within 
his jurisdiction 
It seems butjienson- 


able that stock, wheie it icinges m two 
01 moie counties should be taxeii in 
that county only in which tha owner of 
it lesides

nite way thtt appeals to us of beetling 
the vexed question

exclusively ui a county of which the 
owner is not i\ lesuleut, thtie is no 
question as to where the levy should 
ocelli, but, otherwise, if cattle are not 
assessed m the one county in which the 
owner lesides, there will always be con- 
fusion m the matter, aud tbe same 
stock may be assessed to the same per- 
son 111 thieo or foui differen* counties.
